The Assembled Thousands Greet the 
New Chief Magistrate With Thun­ 
ders of Acclaim. 


Most Imposing Military aud Civie 
Parade Fellows the Inaugu­ 
ral Ceremonies. 


The gentlemen named were inaugurated 
to-day u* president aud vioe-president, re­ 
spectively. of me United States of America. 
The frusta nation of the first Democrat ic ex­ 
ecutive for fwentv-four years was made the 
occasion of a demonstrat ion of extraordinary- 
magnitude, marked By a degree of enthusi­ 
asm not often witnessed- 
The event was 
celebrated by the booming of cannon, tile 
waving of countless Mags and banners, the 
m usic of JAO brass bands, varied by scream 
o f fife, blast of bugle and roll of drum, ami 
above all the uproarious shouts and cheers 
o f the great multitude that literally packed 
the principal streets of the capital city. 
Providence smiled graciously ujxm Grover 
Cleveland, if bright skies and a comfortable 
stage of the thermometer may l»e construed 
as an evidence of divine favor. The peti­ 
tions for good weather appeared to have 
Iteen answered, and everybody was happy. 
The chill of winter had not gone entirely 
:from,the air, hut it was as warm as could 
have'been expected or even hoped for a day 
early in March, and it was possible to sit or 
*tamt for hours without serious discomfort 
The troops forming the first division or 
escort to the presidential party were under 
arms at a very early hour, and liegan arriv­ 
ing at the point of organization west of the 
White House, as early as !* o'clock.

CLEVELAND INAUGURATED. 
W a s h in g t o n , Special Telegram, March 4 .— 
The ceremonies in the senate being finished 
the passage to the east front of tho capitol, 
for the inauguration of the new president, 
was next in order. 
The crowded press gal­ 
lery was first emptied, the correspondents 
being permitted to pass to the platform in 
advance of the main column, to the seats 
assigned them. 
As the public galleries were 
opened the rush was something fearful, and 
literally choked the corrndora 
By dint of 
much industrious {tushing, aided by a little 
judicious piofanity.the newspaper men, num­ 
bering over 150.succeedcd in gettingthrough. 
In front of the capitol a large platform 
had been built tor the occasion. 
It was 
tastefully draped with the national colors 
and was' furnished with chairs for 2,000 
persona 
In front of this platform a most 
extraordinary scene greeted the eye. 
The 
assembled multitude of people w’as simply 
enormous in its proportions, covering acres 
of ground 
Men aud women, white and 
black, stood as closely packed as was possible 
for human beings—away out beyond the 
statue of Washington, in front and to the 
right and left, they reached far beyond the 
reach of any man s voice 
Every Window', 
balcony or other place on the front of the 
capitol that afforded a view w as alive with 
people 
It is not an exaggeration to say that 
FULLY FIFT Y THOUSAND PERSONS 
were there to witness the event, stretching 
far out on the various streets and avenues, 
diverging from the capitol where the vari­ 
ous divisions of the military and civic bodies 
formed in readiness to take their places in 
the grand parade w hich was to follow. 
The 
gaudy uniforms and the long lanes of bright 
bayonets glistening in the sunlight added in 
no' small degree to the scene

It is the isilicy of peace, sailable to our 
interests. 
It is the policy of neutrality, reject­ 
ing anv share in foreign jKiwers’ am bitions upon 
other continents, and r.-oellmg their intrusion 
here. 
It is th© policy of Monroe and W ashing­ 
ton and Jeffer ion—“Peace, commerce and honest 
friendship with all nations, entangling alliances 
with none." A due regard for the interests and 
prosperity of 
our j>eopIe dem ands that tttlr 
finances shall be established uport such a sound 
and sensible basis as *d*«»!l secure the safety and 
confidence of business interests and make the 
wsge of labor sure and steady, and that our^svs* 
tem of revenue shall tie so adjusted a- to relieve 
Hie tropic from unnecessary taxation, having a 
due regard to the interest of capital invested and 
workingmen em ployed in American industries, 
and preventing the accum ulation of a surplus in 
Hie treasury to tem pt extravagance and waste. 
Care for the property of the nation ami for the 
needs of future settlers requires that the public 
domain should 
be protected from corrupt 
schem es and unlawful occupation. 
The con­ 
science of the people dem ands that the Indians 
within 
our 
boundaries shall be fairly and 
honestly treated as wards of the government, 
and their education and civilization promoted 
with a view to their ultim ate citizenship, and 
that polygamy in the territories, destructive of 
the fam ily relation, offensive to the moral sense 
of the civilized world, shall lie repressed.

the freedmen in .heir rights or their security in 
the enjoyment of thc-ir privileges under the con­ 
stitution and its amendments. All discussion 
as to their fitness for the place accorded to them 
as American citizens is idle and unprofitable, 
except as it suggests the necessity for their im ­ 
provement. 
The fact that they are citizens 
en titles them to all the rights due to the rela­ 
tion, and charges them w ith all its duties, 
obligations and responsibilities. 
These topics 
and the constant and ever varying w ants of an 
active and enterprising population may well 
receive the attemion and the patriotic endeavor 
of a1! who make and execute the law. Our duties 
are practical, and call for industrious applica­ 
tion, an intelligent perception of the claims of 
p u b lic office, and above all, a firm determination. 
by united action, to secure to all tbe people of 
the land the fall benefits of the best form of 
government ever vouchsafed to men. And let 
us not trust to human effort alone, but humbly 
acknowledge 
the 
power 
and 
goodness of 
Almighty God, who presides over the destiny of 
nations, and who has at all times been rever­ 
enced in our country’s history. Let us invoke 
his aid and his blessing upon oar labors.

stars and a great many companies. 
la 
that time I have m et scores of young 
women who were stage-struck. 
Eight 
een out of every twenty have turned out 
to be flat and dismal failures, but every 
one of them had an excuse to oiler foi 
lid non-success, 
A sa rule, it is the 
poetic and sentimental side of an actress* 
life which catches young women. Then, 
too, the romantic fancies which are 
so 
much encouraged by indiscrim ­ 
inate 
novel 
reading, 
and the stor­ 
ies of such writers as Onida tend 
to give them a false idea of the life 
they are actually obliged to lead. 
They 
«av that a painter will sometimes look 
at the subject he is trying to put on can­ 
vas so long and so earnestly that tin 
subject itself becomes imprinted on Iii;

The speak­ 
er gave art account of his entry into St. 
Petersburg. 
Notwithstanding his cor­ 
rection, they insisted on 
writing his 
name on his passport as Robert, son of 
John or Robert Johnson, and as a sam ­ 
ple of mankind he was, so to speak, 
Mopped out. 
There was a great deal 
if importance attached to the matter of 
passports. 
The doctor found

very closely watched. 
If he regarded 
m y particular building or person or 
place attentively, a policeman was likely 
:o be detailed to watch him and all his 
movements. 
This espionage sleeps not 
night or day and one gets in a measure 
used to it. 
Great freedom is taken with 
the mails by the government. 
Letters 
are opened and 
scrutinized, foreign 
newspapers are closely watched, and if 
in any way objectionable to the govern­ 
ment, are destroyed or the objection­ 
able paragraph is blotted out. 
It is al­ 
most impossible to get any unfavorable 
comment on the emperor from any one. 
There is no free expression of opinion, 
for (ii one is sure but what he is being 
watched by government spies. 
Tho 
emperor is never seen on the street. 
When he goes out he is either in dis­ 
guise or surrounded by a strong guard. 
Assassins are known to be everywhere 
3n the alert. 
Especially has this sort of 
.bing existed since tile assassination of 
Alexander II. 
The doctor strongly ex­ 
pressed his opinion that an absolute 
monarcy is far preferable to this nihil­ 
ist despotism . 
The czar is absolutely 
the head of state aud church. 
Of 
course the highest kind of freedom can­ 
not lie found under such a governm ent. 
Tliev have a church in Russia which is 
called Christian, but the light of gos­ 
pel truth is dim. 
Africa, with its pa­ 
ganism .is in a better state than Russia. 
The Greek church differs trom the Ro­ 
man church in several important re­ 
spects. 
It does not of course acknow 1- 
e*lge the primacy of Rome. 
There is 
no instrumental music in the c iremo- 
nies of their religeon. but a (re .t deal 
of vocal music. 
They claim a direct 
apostolic succession for their church.

Distrusted because it was a new de­ 
parture from ihe traditional treatment 
of this delicate problem, it? friends 
have never been able to command such 
appropriations as would give it a fair 
trial. 
The Commissioner shows that the In ­ 
dians get from tho government only 
about $1 per capita with which to be fed 
and clothed. 
At the same time the sol­ 
diers exiled to a frontier post to watch 
the Indian cost the government $1,000 
a year each. 
This is a startling dis­ 
proportion between the cost of food and 
clothing of police. 
This is especially 
true when it is borne in mind that un­ 
iv tile sm allest percentage of the three 
hundred thousand Indians in the coun­ 
try need any watching to keep them in 
peaceful lines. 
Among the features deserving of com­ 
mendation as developed by the commis­ 
sioner’s report are the schools, the 
courts for trying offences among the 
various tribes and the police organiza­ 
tion. 
The advantages of the school 
system are obvious and the young In­ 
dians have shown their ability to use 
and assimilate 
a 
certain amount of 
teaching without 
unfitting them for 
learning 
those 
habits 
of 
industry 
so desirable and neeessary if the race 
is to be raised permanently from its sav­ 
age condition. 
They have also taken 
kindly to courts and juries for the trial 
of offenses of one Indian against another, 
all the testimony ot both officials and 
philanthropists agreeing that justice has 
been secured to a surprising degree from 
its brief trial. 
The same is true of the 
police system , by which each tril>e is 
held to a certain responsibility for pre­ 
serving its ow n peace and quiet. 
The only excuse in treating this im­ 
portant problem with 
such exacting 
parsimony as has heretofore character­ 
ized is the bad character of the agents 
and traders sent to the reservations. 
But even in this respect the improve­ 
m ent has I teen very marked since the 
inauguration of the system of feeding 
instead of shooting Indians far pastime. 
If senators and representatives would 
give some real consideration to til is im ­ 
portant question and learn that it w as 
essential to carry out Indian treaties in 
order to preserve tho honor of the coun­ 
try, they would scarcely hesitate any 
longer to vote the sums necessary for 
m a k i n g a civilized and self-supporting 
population out of a hitherto trouble* 
some aud costly one.

The Assembled Thousands Greet the 
.New Chief Magistrate With Thun­ 
ders of Acclaim. 


A Most Imposing Military and Civie 
Parade Follows the Inaugu­ 
ral Ceremonies. 


T hd gentlem en nam ed w ere inaugurated 
to -d a y os president and vice-president, re- 
epectrvoJy, of the U nited States of America. 
'1 he installation of the tirst D em ocratic ex­ 
ecu tiv e for tw enty-four years w as m ade the 
occasion of a dem onstration of extraordinary 
■magnitude, m arked by a degree of enthusi- 
jisin n o t often w itnessed. 
rl ’he event was 
celeb rated by the boom ing of cannon, the 
w aving of c<>uiitiers Hags and banners, the 
muRic of 150 brass bands, varied by scream 
o f life, blast of bugle and roil of drum , and 
above all the uproarious shouts and cheers 
o f th e g reat m ultitude th a t literally packed 
th e principal streets of the capital city. 
Providence sm iled graciously upon Grover 
C leveland, if bright skies and a com fortable 
stag e of the therm om eter m ay be construed 
a s an evidence of divine favor. 
T he peti­ 
tio n s for good w eather appeared to have 
been answ ered, and everybody w as liappv. 
'The chill of w inter had not gone entirely 
from ,the air, hut it was as warm as could 
have been expected or even hoped for a day 
early in March, and it was possible to sit or 
stand, fo r hours w ithout serious discom fort 
The troops form ing the first division or 
escort to the presidential party w ere under 
arm s at a very early hour, and began arriv ­ 
ing at the point of organization w est of the 
W hite House, as early as it o'clock. 
The 
regular troops wore the lirst there, and com ­ 
prised a light battery and tw elve foot bat­ 
teries, eight of these heing of the Second 
a rtille ry and the others one each of the other 
artillery regim ents from F ortress Monroe. It 
is a queer ei-roumstance th a t by th e orders of 
Maj. Gen H ancock, who com m ands all the 
troops stationed east of th e Mississippi, none 
of th e captains of the five batteries stationed 
a t the F ortress Monroe artillery school were 
allow ed to com e here w ith their com m ands, 
th e batteries being com m anded here to-day 
by 
lieutenants.

‘Those are fam iliar nam es to the readers of 
w a r history as old com m anders of dashing 
lig h t b atteries in the held during the war 
None of them can rule now as light as they 
•did tw enty odd years ago, w hen they used 
to take tiieir guns into action w ith a sw ing 
a t hard gallop; and T hrockm orton (who is of 
th e old K entucky T hrockm orton stock) rides 
now so heavily th at it takes a seventeen 
hands high hoi.se to carry him, and even

to n know s so well, drew up in front of the 
p riv ate entrance to Mr. Cleveland's quarters, 
d riven by “A lbert,” the coachm an of G rant. 
H ayes, Garfield and Arthur. 
At alm ost the 
sam e tpom ent. Senators Sherm an and Ran 
som appeared and w ere show n up stairs, and 
in less than five m inutes they reappeared, 
escorting th e president-elect and entering 
th e carriage, Cleveland and Sherm an taking 
th e te a r seats and Senator Ransom the front. 
A dense crow d,num bering at least 5,000,filled 
the street in fro n t clear across to the park 
railing and around in E ast L afayette place, 
nnd as soon as the chief m agistrate appeared 
and wras recognized a ringing, hearty cheer 
w ent up th at gave the signal to th e troops and 
m ultitude a square away. 
The carriage was 
driven rapidly to the White H ouse,w here Pres­ 
ident A rthur received the party in the blue 
parlor,and as soon as the troops began to move 
the p arty returned to the carriage, A rthur and 
C leveland taking the rear and Senators Sher­ 
m an and Ransom the fro n t seat.

before 1 1 o'clock except the spaces reserved 
for the diplom atic corps aud the relatives of 
Mr. Cleveland. 
At 11 o’clock a m essage was 
read from the housa announcing th a t the 
sundry civil bill had been agreed ui*on. 
Conger w anted to know w hat had been done 
about the public buildings paragraphs of the 
bill, which Mr. Allison explained, and Con­ 
ger sat dow n apparently satisfied. 
A few 
m inutes later announcem ent w as m ade th at 
another appropriation bill had been agreed 
ujkui, This was the last of the supply bills, 
and the legislative business w as virtually' 
ended w ith the agreem ent of the senate to 
the report of the conferrees. 
D uring the 
pause in the proceedings CoL L am ont a p ­ 
peared in the reserved gallery, escorting the 
FAMILY OF THE PRESIDENT-ELECT, 
Rev. William Cleveland, 
the 
president’s 
brother, and wife and tw o sons; Miss Cleve­ 
land and Mrs. Hovt, sisters of th e president; 
Mr H astings, nephew , and Mias Hastings and 
the Misses Nellie and Annie Yoeman, nieces of 
the president. 
In addition to these w ere Mr. 
and Mrs Bacon of Toledo and Mrs. Lamont. 
Mrs. McElroy and Miss Nellie A rthur, Mra 
John Davis and Miss Lucy Frelinghuysen 
occupied seats in the diplom atic gallery-, 
which was filled for the first tim e in four 
years. 
At 11:30 o'clock Gen. Sheridan and 
Gen H ancock entered by the n orth door on 
the Republican side of the cham ber. 
The 
seats assigned these distinguished officers 
were located near the door by which they 
entered, and they w ere seated I*efore the vast 
audience noted their presence. 
B ut when 
recognized the audience m ade up for the 
oversight 
by adding to 
the volum e of 
applause w ith 
which the tw o g reat sol­ 
diers were welcomed. 
Gen. T erry entered 
soon after Sheridan and Hancock, a'nd seated 
him self on H ancock's le ft 
Thsse three 
officers and Surgeon General M urray w ere 
the only representatives of the arm y present 
in uniform , and the navy had a solitary but 
w orthy 
representative 
in 
Rear Admiral 
W arden, 
le n m inutes later the diolom atic 
corps, gorgeous in gold lace and resplendent 
w ith glittering stars and jew els of various 
knightly orders, and 
headed 
by Senor 
Dom inguesa, the m inister from P ortugal, 
entered by the m ain door and w ere escorted 
to the seats reserved for them . 
The buzz of 
excitem ent and hum of conversation oc­ 
casioned by the en tran ce of these dazzling 
representatives of foreign governm ents had 
n o t ceased w hen the clerk of the house 
again m ade his appearance, and stepping 
dow n the m ain aisles until the fro n t row of 
j seats w as reached he announced th a t the 
j house had passed w ithout am endm ent the 
senate bill to place G rant on the retired list 
1 of the army'. 
There followred one of the 
m ost 


THKILKJNG AND DRAMATIC SCENES 
ever w itnessed in the senate cham ber. 
The 
audience did uot catch the title of th e bill 
from the announcem ent of the clerk of the 
house, whose voice had become hoarse and 
husky from m uch reading during the past 
tw enty-four houra 
Ingalls rose and asked 
th a t the bill be read, which was done, and 
upon ths conclusion of the reading the a p ­ 
plause broke spontaneously from those in 
the galleries, as well as those on the floor. 
G rave senators, even, forgetting the rules of 
the senate, joined in the general acclam a­ 
tion. 
Mr. L dinunds rapped the desk, and 
looked horrified a t senators who w ere giving 
open 
and 
disorderly 
m anifestations 
of 
approval, nnd violently called for order. 
W hat was disorder in this iustance, accord­ 
ing to the senate rules, w as sw eet harm ony 
to those who w ere m aking it, and again and 
again 
the 
applause 
rose 
from 
floor 
and 
galleries, 
and 
rebounded 
and 
echoed 
from 
the 
glass 
ceiling 
over­ 
head, only to be agam 
lifted up by tbe 
enthusiastic m ultitude. 
When order was 
a t last restored. Mr. Ingalls agaiu rose and 
asked unanim ous consent th a t the reference 
of the bill to a com m ittee be w aived and 
th a t the senate proceed to its consideration. 
This is a blunder w hich Mr. Ingalls would 
not have com m itted a t any other tim e and 
m reference to any o th er bilL 
In his ex u lta­ 
tion th a t congress had a t last responded to 
the popular wish and perform ed an act of 
sim ple justice to the greatest of A m erican 
soldiars. Mr. Ingalls overlooked the fact th at 
the bill which had ju st been received from 
the house w as a bill which had originated in 
and w as passed by the senate. 
This fact 
being stated b.v President Edm unds, w ith 
the additional fact th a t no fu rth er action 
w'as necessary’ on the p a rt of the senate, the 
cham ber once m ore rang w'ith cheers and 
applause 
B ut the scene did not end w ith 
this legislative disposition of the bilL 
H av­ 
ing received the usual certification, th e bill 
w as presented t-o President A rthur, who was 
occupying his room in the senate w'ing of 
the capitol, and received his signature. This 
com pleted the act, b u t did n o t fulfill the p u r­ 
pose of congress. 


GEN. GRANT DULY NOMINATED. 
After the usual form al m essage informing 
the senate that he had approved the bill 
had been prepared, President Arthur wrote a 


message nom inating U. S. G rant to be a gen ­ 
eral in th e United States arm y on the retired 
list. This message, contrary to all precedent, 
was reed aloud, and the people again signi­ 
fied th eir approval by generous applause. 
Then follow ed a request from President E d­ 
m unds th a t unanim ous consent be given to 
consider the nom ination w ithout reference 
to a com m ittee and in open session. 
The 
consent w'as given, and the nom ination was 
confirm ed 
unanim ously. 
The 
applause 
which preceded th is announcem ent, gener­ 
ous as it had been, was surpassed by th a t 
whjph followed, aud will stand for m any 
years to com e as the m ost rem arkable dem ­ 
onstration ever w itnessed in th e senate 
cham ber. 
Ladies joined freely* in the ap­ 
plause, which continued for several minutes. 
H andkerchiefs fluttered and scarfs w ere 
waved, aud even Sherm an atid Hancock, u n ­ 
m indful of the presence in which they sat, 
could n o t rem ain quiet am id the gen­ 
eral rejoicing, 
and 
beat 
their 
knees 
w ith 
th eir 
regulation 
chajteaux. 
Thus 
w as 
the 
old 
com m ander, 
in 
the 
presence 
of 
congress, 
representatives 
of foreign governm ents and thousands of 
American people, restored to the arm y to 
whose bannerH ho gave m any victories, and 
whose fam e he has m ade as lasting as time. 
It was a graceful act on the p a rt of congress, 
and President A rthur deserves s o c ia l thanks 
from the American people for the m anner 
in w hich he crow ned the dving soldier w ith 
this last b u t g reatest laurel from a grateful 
and adm iring people. 
The several bodies 
adm itted to the floor of the senate had places 
assigned them . 
I.i fro n t o f the sem i-circle 
of seats, easy sofas an d chairs, upholstered 
w ith 
m aroon-colorea 
morocco, were a r­ 
ranged. 
Two chairs w ere placed in fro n t of 
the clerk’s desk for the retiring and incom ­ 
ing presidents, and a row of sim ilar chairs in 
fro n t of the desks on tbe Democratic) side 
w ere reserved for 
THE SUPREME COUftT, 
v 
the m em bers of which, headed by the chief 
justice in a handsom e new satin gown, 
which at once attracted the attention nnd 
excited the adm iratiou of the ladies, entered 
in advance Of the diplom atic corps, the sen­ 
ators rising to receive them . 
On the left 
and in fro n t of the senators w ere seated the 
m em bers of President A rthur’s cabinet, Sec­ 
retary Lincoln sitting n ex t Gen. T erry, and 
in tlie rear of the senators the a ^ ip tan t 
secretaries and other prom lttefit d ep art­ 
m ent officials, w ith u sprinkling of senate 
official* 
titid 
messengers. 
The 
diplo­ 
m atic corps w ere given the tw o fro n t rows 
of seats behind the suprem e court, and 
grouped behind these w ere as m any m em ­ 
bers of the house of representatives as could 
squeeze into th a t p art of the cham ber. 
Ju st 
before the m em bers of the house entered, 
Payton of Illinois quietly and w ith a guilty 
look entered the cham ber and selected ati 
eligible seat, thus stealing a m arch on his 
brethren. 
He was soon followed by King of 
Louisiana and a few others who w ere more 
enterprising and thoughtful for them selves 
than the rem ainder of their aseoriulc*.

fore the m em bers of the house made their 
anpearance, C an t Bassett, the venerable 
doorkeeper, boldly w ent tow ard the clock

tim e for

he was furnished w ith a 
comrfifin substantial chair and a rod abdut 
four feet long, it was know n th a t his p u r­ 
pose was to tu rn back the hands of the clock 
and thus extend the life of the Forty-ninth 
congress and the presidential term of Presi­ 
d en t A rthur for a t least ten minutes. 
While 
the old UoorkeejKir reversed the m inute 
hand from 11:50 to 11:40 a m ., President 
E dm unds turned his gaze in another direc­ 
tion, the senators looked direct to the front 
as if tim e were not being dallied with, and 
tbe galleries tittered and broke into a ripple 
of laughter. 
CnpL B assett had ju st tim e to 
put aw ay his chair and rod when the large 
doer Of the m am entrance ftwuug w ide open 
and the call 
of John Sherm an was seen 
standing oh the portal. 
Behind him were 
President A rthur and Senator Ransom, Sen­ 
ator Sherm an’s colleague on the com m ittee 
of arrangem ents. 
B assett skipped nim bly 
tow ard the distinguished group, taking his 
J aocvafcoreed place 
when 
f*erformmg this 
klutl of service, and with his very bent bow. 
uiyfiounced in loud tones, “The president of 
tbe United S tates.” 
Mr. A rthur thereupon 
stepped m ore fully into view, the senator 
rising; and the crow ds in the gaUhrihfs, w ith 
A rthur’s last nflb’ial aht iff their minds, half 
rose from their ^eats aud gave him round 
ntteii round of 
HEARTT APPLAUSE. 
The president stopped for a m om ent to bow 
his acknow ledgm ents. 
Escorted by Sena­ 
tors Sherm an and Ransom r**e president 
walked down j-h** m ain aisle and took the 
seat *»*s»?rnha him, facing the senators. 
A 
f“". m inutes later and the big doors of the 
m ain entrance opened, and again U apt Bas­ 
se t -kipped down tbe aisle to perform serv­ 
ice for G rover Cleveland which he h a -p e r­ 
form ed for every president since the days of 
Jam es K Polk. 
“The president-elect of the 
U nited States,” saul (’apt B assett, in even 
louder tones than he announced President 
A rthur, and the vast audience sprang to their 
feet and Applauded con tin iff'u-iv for several 
m inutes, during which MU Cleveland stood 
as one dazed, while a slight flush showed 
th a t he was m uch m oved by a dem onstra­ 
tion which is given to few men in this or any 
other country 
In a m echanical sort of m an­ 
ner, yet with a m ovem ent th at 1 »etrayed deep 
em otion, Mr. Cleveland bowed to the nleirt 
hers of the house, or rath er he inclined his 
head in their direction, n e t know ing who 
they were Who stdod facing him. 
Then 
graCeffflly tu rn in g around, he bow ed to the 
senators, after which acknow ledgm ent, w ith 
Sherm an and Ransom on his right and left, 
he moved dow n the a:sle and seated him self 
beside President A rthur. The apj» ause. how ­ 
ever, w hich greeted Mr Cleveland's entrance 
continued, and finally w hen he was seated a 
m an in the west gaiiery called out. Three 
cheers for Grover CleVeland,’’ and they were 
given w ithout fear of President E dm unds’ 
gavel, w hich was playing a lively tatto o ou 
his desk in the vain hoj>e th a t such exercise 
would suppress the enthusiastic burst of 
feeling th a t has had no opportunity to ex ­ 
plode m tw enty-five years; but all things, 
even a D em ocratic jollification, m ust come 
to an end, and the applause and cheers 
subsided. 
Mr. Edm unds cam e near causing 
the 
tu m u lt 
to 
break 
out 
afresh by 
cautioning 
the 
people against 
m aking 
dem onstrations and threatening to clear the 
galleries if the applause should be repeated. 
Every one knew Mr. Edm unds Would not 
have had tim e to clear o u t the people even 
if he had the physical pow er to do so, but 
the people w ere good-natured and did not 
again offertd in this direction. 
They had 
unburdened them selves and were satisfied 
to perm it the rem ainder of the program m e 
of the senate to proceed in accord w ith the 
dignity and rules of th a t body. 
HENDRICKS SWORN IN. 
E verything now being in readiness Sena­ 
to r Hawley, the m em ber of the com m ittee of 
arran g em en ts to whose keeping Mr. H en­ 
dricks had been assigned, appeared a t tlie 
foot of the president's chair writh the vice 
president-eleot w here, w ithout fu rth er cere­ 
mony, 
Mr. 
E dm unds 
adm inistered the 
oath of office. 
It is the custom of the 
vice president to sign the oath which 
he takes upon assum ing office, and this 
is done in a book m ade up of blank form s in 
w hich are the signatures of all who have 
been chosen to preside over the senate. The 
pen Mr. E dm unds handed the vice president 
would not oj rate, and Mr, H endricks laid it 
dow n and took a second which w as pre 
senlecL 
His hand trem bled visibly a- he 
w rote “Thom as A. H endricks” on the page 
This com pleted the cerem ony of inaugura­ 
tion of the vice president and Mr. E dm unds 
delivered a short valedictory w hich h** had 
previously prepared, and pronounced the 
senate adjourned w ithout date. 
Im m e­ 
diately after this announcem ent Vice Presi­ 
dent H endricks called the senate to order 
and caused the proclam ation of President 
A rthur convening the senate in ex tra session 
to be read. 
The new senators "were then 
called up and sw orn, a fter w hich the senate 
adjourned until to-m orrow noon. 


TIIK CROWNING ACT. 


CLEVELAND INAUGURATED. 


W a s h i n g t o n , Special Telegram , March 4 — 
The cerem onies in the senate being finished 
the passage to the east fro n t of the oapitol, 
for the inauguration of the new' president, 
wfas n ex t in order. 
The crow ded press gal­ 
lery w as first em ptied, the correspondents 
being perm itted to pass to tbe platform in 
advance of th e m ain colum n, to th e seats 
assigned them . 
As the public galleries were 
opened the rush was som ething fearful, and 
literally choked the corrndors. 
By d in t of 
m uch industrious pushing, aided by a little 
judicious pi ofanitv,the new spaper m en, n u m ­ 
bering over 150, succeeded in gettingthrough. 
In fro n t of the capitol a large platform 
had been b u ilt to r the occasion. 
It w as 
tastefully draped w'itli the national colors 
and was furnished w ith chairs for 2,000 
persons. 
In fro n t of this platform a m ost 
extraordinary* scene greeted the eye. 
The 
assem bled m u ltitu d e of people w as sim ply 
enorm ous in its proportions, covering acres 
of ground. 
Men aud w om en, w hite and 
black, stood as closely packed as was possible 
for hum an beings—aw ay o u t beyond the 
statu e of W ashington, in fro n t and to the 
right and left, they reached far beyond the 
reach of any m an’s voice. 
Every "window', 
balcony or other place on the fro n t of the 
capitol th a t afforded a view' w as alive w ith 
people 
I t is not an exaggeration to say th a t 
FULLY FIFTY THOUSAND PERSONS 
w'ere there to w itness the event, stretching 
far out on the various streets and avenues, 
diverging from tbe capitol w’here the v ari­ 
ous divisions of the m ilitary and civic bodies 
form ed in readiness to tak e their places in 
the grand parade w hich was to follow. 
1’he 
gaudy uniform s and the long lanes of bright 
bayonets glistening in the sunlight added in 
no Rmall degree to the scene. 
Viewing it 
uot as a partisan, b u t as a national occasion, 
it w’as impossible for any one to look upon 
it and n o t catch th e "inspiration of the 
occasion. 
A fter a wrait of fifteen m inutes a 
big policem an appeared a t the bronze doors 
of the capitol and shouted: “Make way!” a 
passage way to the front of the platform 


was quickly opened, 
and the 
head of 
the 
stately 
procession 
appeared. 
As 
the president and president-elect cam e into 
view they w ere loudly applauded by the oc- ! 
cupants of the platform . 
The g reat crow d 
im m ediately caught up the cheers, and as 
Mr. Cleveland advanced to the fro n t a wild 
tornado of shouts and yells sw ept over tho , 
m ultitude. 
The illustrious m an from Al- j 
bany bowed gracefully in recognition of this 
generous reception, a broad irnile being visi­ 
ble upon his face as he turned about. He sat 
down beside the president, and while w ait­ 
ing for tho arrangem ents to be perfected. j 
chatted pleasantly 
w ith Mr. A rthur and 
Chief Justice Waite. 
Ail things being ready, 
he arose aud delivered his inaugural a d ­ 
dress. 
Tlie volum e of his voice is n o t pro­ 
portionate to his physical dim ensions, al­ 
though his utterance was distinct as far as it 
reached. 
Not a ten th p art of the vast as- I 
sem blage heard a word, and during the de­ 
livery of the address the thousands whose 
curiosity to see the m an had been gratified, j 
stream ed dow n the hill into Pennsylvania 
avenue to look for eligible positions from 
which 
to 
view 
the 
parade. 
The ad- ; 
dress was Dot lonit. 
In fact, Its brevity 
w as the feature th a t especially com m ended 
it to the crow d, for such a gathering has little 
taste, a t such u tune, for the subtleties of 
political economy. 
The im patient j»eople 
were m ore th an w'illing to take It for granted 
that he intended to do lu st w hat was rig h t 
Mr. Cleveland was neatly dressed in black, 
with his Prince A lbert coat closely buttoned 
about him. 
He wore a standing collar which 
seem ed alm ost to c u t into the fa t wrinkle* 
of his neck. 
The effect of this collar was tc 
excite sym pathy for its w earer, for it seemed 
as if it m ust h u rt him. 
In s h a k in g he held 
his left hand close behind him, and cm pha- J 
sized his speech by gestures w ith his rigid 
hand. 
He spoke" w ithout m anuscript, but 
occasionally consulted a small piece of paper 
bearing notes or the heads Of his discourse. 


THE INAUGURAL ADDRESS 
Mr- Cleveland’!* addrt’sa was as follows. 
Fellow Citizens: In the presence of this vast 
assemblage of my countrymen I arn about to 
support and seal, by the oath which I shall take, 
the inanlf'-sta'ion of the will of a zreat and free 
people. In the exerebe of their power and xhrht 1 
of self-government. they have committed to one 
of their follow citizens a supreme and sacred 
trim , and he here consecrates himself to rheli 
service. This impressive ceremony adds little 
to the solemn sense of responsibility with which 
I contemplate the dut v due all the people of thia 
laud. Nothing can relieve me from anxiety lest 
by any act of urine their interests may suffer, 
and nothing is needed to strengthen my resolu­ 
tion to engage every faculty and effort in the 
promotion of their welfare.

the prosperity of our republic. It is the policy 
ot independence, favored by our position and 
defended by our knowledge of -justice and our 
power. It is the ix>licy of peace, suitable to our 
interests. It is the i»olicy of neutrality, reject­ 
ing anv share in foreign powers' ambitions upon 
other continents, and repelling their intrusion 
here. It is the policy of Monroe and Washing­ 
ton and Jefferson—“Peace, commerce and honest 
friendship with all nations, entangling alliances 
with none." A due regard for the interests and 
prosperity of our i>ecple demands that rrtr 
finances shall be established uport silch a sound 
and sensible basis as «i<«»ll secure the safety and 
confidence «*f business interests and make the 
wage of labor sure and steady, and that ourtsvs* 
tem of revenue shall be so adjusted a- to relieve 
tlie people from unnecessary taxation, having a 
due regard to the interest of capital invested aud 
workingmen employed in American industries, 
and preventing the accumulation of a surplus in 
the treasury to tem pt extravagance and waste. 
Care for the projierty of the nation and for the 
needs of future settlers requires that the public 
domain should 
be protected from corrupt 
schemes and unlawful occupation. The con­ 
science of the people demands that the Indians 
within 
our boundaries shall be fairly and 
honestly treated as wards of the government, 
and their education and civilization promoted 
with a view to their ultim ate citizenship, and 
that polygamy in the territories, destructive of 
the family relation, offensive to the moral sense 
of the civilized world, shall lie repressed. The 
law should be rigidly enforced which prohibits 
tbcim m igrat on of aservileclass toooiui>et# with 
American labor with no intention of acquiring 
citizenship, and bringing with them the revolt­ 
ing habits aud customs repugnant to out civili­ 
zation. 
The people demand reform in the 
administration of the government and the appli­ 
cation of business principles to public affairs; 
as a means to this end, civil service reform 
should be in good faith enforced. Our citizens 
have the right to protection from the incompe­ 
tency of public employes who hold their places 
solely as the reward of partisan service and the 
debasing influence of those who promise and the 
vicious methods of those who expect such 
reward; and those who worthily seek public 
employment have sought to insist that 
MERIT AND COMPETENCY 
shall be recognized instead of party subserviency 
or the surrender of honest political belief in the 
adminis .ration ot a government pledged toequal 
and exact justice to all. There should be no 
pretext for anx.ety touching the protection of 
the freedmen in their rights or their security in 
the enjoyment of their privileges under the con­ 
stitution and its amendments. All discussion 
as to their fitness for the place accorded to them 
as American citizens is idle and unprofitable, 
except as it suggests the necessity for their im ­ 
provement. The fact that they are citizens 
entitles them to all the rights due to the rela­ 
tion, and charges them with all its duties, 
obligations and responsibilities. 
These topics 
and the constant and ever varying wants of an 
active and enterprising imputation may well 
receive the attention and the patriotic endeavor 
of al! w'ho make and execute the law. Our duties 
are practical, and call for industrious applica­ 
tion, an intelligent perception of the claims of 
public office, and above all, a firm determination, 
by united action, to secure to all the people of 
the land the full benefits of the best form of 
government ever vouchsafed to men. And let 
us not trust to human effort alone, but humbly 
acknowledge 
the 
power 
and 
goodness of 
Almighty God, who presides over the destiny of 
nations, and who has at all times been rever­ 
enced in our country’s history. Let us invoke 
his aid and his blessing upon oar labors.

comment on the emperor from any one. 
There is no free expression of opinion, 
for c n one is sure but what he is being 
watched by government spies. 
The 
emperor is never seen on the street. 
\V hen he goes ont he is either in dis­ 
guise or surrounded by a strong guard. 
Assassins arc known to be everywhere 
:>n the alert. 
Especially has this sort of 
Jiing existed since the assassination of 
Alexander II. 
The doctor strongly ex­ 
pressed his opinion that an absolute 
monarcy is far preferable to this nihil­ 
ist despotism. 
The cze.r is absolutely 
the head of state and church. 
Of 
course the highest kind of freedom can­ 
not be found under such a government. 
Thev have a church in Russia w hich is 
called Christian, but the light of gos­ 
pel truth is dim. 
Africa, with its pa­ 
ganism.is in a better state than Russia. 
The Greek church differs from tlie Ro­ 
man church in several important re­ 
spects. 
It does not of course aeknow 1- 
edge the primacy of Rome. 
There is 
no instrumental music in the c iremo- 
oies of their religeon, but a (.re .t d*jal 
of vocal music. 
They claim a direct 
apostolic succession for their church. 
Piety 
seems 
to lie confined 
to a 
fi-w. 
This is largely 
because 
of 
the 
ignorance 
that 
prevails. 
Even 
many 
wealthy 
people 
are 
unable 
to 
real 
and write. 
As the relig­ 
ious rites are conducted in the unknown 
Slavonic tongue, but few urderstand 
anything of 
it. 
Yet the 
Russian 
churches 
are constantly 
crowded. 
Shrines 
abound 
everywhere. 
The 
dead formality and rank superstitions 
of the Greek church i-alls loudly for 
another Luther. 
There are Protestant 
churches in Russia. 
They 
are not 
molested so long as they make no at­ 
tempt to proselyte. 
Tlie speaker paid 
a high tribute to the work of Pashkoff 
in Russia. 
He thought Christianity 
was needed greatly. 
It would give 
Russia greater prosperity than she has 
vet 
known. 
It would soou drive 
nihilism to the wall. Tlie doctor thought 
the Russian railroad system better than 
the English. 
It is borrowed from the 
American system. 


C Indian Commissioner’s Report. 


From the Philadelphia Times. 
The annual report of Hiram Price, 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs, shows 
;hat the policy of peace and education 
is no longer an experiment. 
It has 
been tried under adverse circumstances, 
aud in the face of general opposition 
and indifference the condition of the 
Indain 
has !>een grately improved. 
Distrusted because it was a new de­ 
parture from the traditional treatment 
of this delicate problem, it? friends 
have never been able to command such 
appropriations as would give it a fair 
trial. 
The Commissioner shows that tlie In­ 
dians get from tho government only 
about £7 per capita with which to be f*nl 
and clothed. 
At the same time the sol­ 
diers exiled to a frontier post to watch 
the Indian cost the government $1,000 
a year each. 
This is a startling dis­ 
proportion bet ween the cost of tood and 
clothing of police. 
This is especially 
true when it is borne in mind that on­ 
lv the smallest percentage of the three 
hundred thousand Indians in the coun­ 
try need anv watching to keep tbciii in 
peaceful lines. 
Among the features deserving of com* 
j mendation as developed by the commis­ 
sioner’s report are the schools, the 
courts for trying offences among the 
various tribes ami the police organiza­ 
tion. 
The advantages of the school 
system are obvious and the young In­ 
dians have shown their ability to use 
and assimilate a 
certain amount of 
teaching without unfitting them for 
learning those habits 
of 
industry 
so desirable and necessary if the race 
is to be raised permanently from its sav­ 
age condition. 
They have also taken 
kindly to courts and juries for the trial 
of offenses of one Indian against another, 
all the testimony ot both officials and 
philanthropists agreeing that justice lias 
been secured to a surprising degree from 
its brief trial. 
The same is true of the 
citv, and that every candid man whose 
police system, by which each trilie is 
advice she asked was leagued against 
her. 
She stuck to the stage.

About a week ago I saw a 
dispatch in one of the dramatic papers 
which told of tho hard treatment she 
had been subjected to in one of the 
small towns in tlie interior of the state, 
where she was traveling about with a 
small company of her own.

They appear as stars for one 
consecutive night, and are then forced 
to take any sort of a place that offers ir 
a traveling company. 
Half the girls 
who are now playing servants’ parts in 
small theaters or dancing about in vari­ 
ety shows began their carters as Juliet 
or Julia.”

B rainerd A N orthw estorn.

T he long and intense contest over the 
bill proposing to transfer to the St. Paul, 
Brainerd & N orthern the land grant of 
the D uluth & \\ innipeg road, if not. 
earned by the latter road at tlie expira­ 
tion of its grant, culm inated in tlie house 
yesterday afternoon, when the bill came 
up for its final passage. 
Mr. H endrick­ 
son led the opposition to the bill. 
The 
D uluth & W innipeg runs from D uluth 
nearly due west to Crookston. 
The grant 
am ounted to about two million acres of 
laud, and was the’biggest grant, with one 
exception, yet secured. 
The road pro­ 
posed would develop a vast domain now 
almost uni achable. 
It was for this p u r­ 
pose the e rant was given tlie road. 
It 
was a contract with the com pany to 
which it has been given. 
About $800,- 
000 has now been expended in the pre­ 
lim inary survey, etc., of the road. 
They 
admit some of it has been expended in­ 
judiciously, but this is immaterial. 
But 
the scheme involved in this transfer is to 
succeed a road which is designed to be a 
com petitor of the N orthern Pacific by a 
road which shall be a feeder to the road 
at Brainerd. 
T h e passage of the bill 
will defeat the building of the D uluth & 
W innipeg, since it puts a cloud <>n the 
title of the land. 
('apt. Snider hoped the 
bill would pass, because the lands were 
granted to secure the developm ent of the 
country. 
H e did not believe the Duluth 
& Winnipeg would ever be built, for from 
a railroad standpoint the first 135 miles 
was an impracticable route. Three years 
should be time enough in which to per­ 
m it of the road being b u ilt’ 
Mr. C an­ 
ning asked that parties from the D uluth 
and the Crookston boards of trade be 
heard on the subject, and spoke at some 
length in opposition to the bill. 
Mr. C or­ 
nish show ed that it was proposed to give 
from $1,800,000 to $2..‘500,000, or about 
$7,000 per mile, for the building of the 
road. 
Now. roads can be built at from 
$7,000 to $10,000 per mile, and he w anted 
the house to understand w hat they were 
doing. 
Mr. D yar said he had been favor­ 
ably impressed with tlie bill at first, but 
when lie found back of it a lobby so 
strong it could carry the bill, the only 
one of the session over its second read ­ 
ing. lie was ready to believe it to be an 
iniquitous measure. 
There is yet to be 
i another legislature, and if then giothing 
should be done to build the D uluth & 
W innipeg it would be tim e enough to act 
in the matter. 
lie believed that the 
measure was an iniquitous one. 
All in­ 
form ation that has come to the legislature 
has come to it through a lobby that had 
obstructed business for the past ten days. 
Mr. Puttee confessed that at fir-d he had 
not been impressed with the bill; but, af­ 
ter 
an exam ination, lie had found it 
adm itted that the D uluth <fc W innipeg 
could not build the road in three years, 
and believed, therefore, th a t the road 
should be secured in some other way. 
11c fu rth er believed that the constitu­ 
tional am endm ent, prohibiting the g ra n t­ 
ing of lands to a railroad, an u nconstitu­ 
tional provision. 
Thirdly, lie believed it 
wise to m ake this transfer, 
because it 
contem plated making the extreme n o rth ­ 
ern part of the state habitable. He thought 
there was no wiser use to which the'lands 
could be put than the encouragem ent of 
the building. 
W hen Mr. Pattec had fin 
ished Mr. Myers moved the previous 
question, but the question was not order­ 
ed 
Mr. Leland said there had been no 
good argum ent made w hy we should 
give aw ay 2,000,000 acres, which do not 
belong to us. 
All the argum ent lie had 
heard was, “ You had better come in 
with us rather than stay out. since we 
are all good fellows.’ 
lie should vote 
in the negative, because be believed the 
lands not earned by the railroads should 
go back to the school and other funds. 
Mr. Lee said the people he represented 
were all in favor of the passage of the 
bill. 
He did not think it was taking 
anything from* the D uluth A W inni­ 
peg, because they had nothing yet to 
take. 
Mr. W arner spoke in favor of the 
bill. 
lie said the D uluth A W innipeg 
had taken the grant from another road; 
that it had sunk $30,000 so deep that it 
will never be seen again: that it is still in 
debt, 
lie said that the average cost of 
railroads .was $41,000, and that to every 
road south of St. Paul $20,000 a mile had 
been given. 
The reason that the Ramsey 
county delegates opposed the bill was be­ 
cause the road would not built into St. 
Paul. 
C&pt. Sadley said that if the grant 
was secured the B rainerd 
N orthw est­ 
ern would be built at once. 
N egotia­ 
tions had been com pleted to that end. 
Mr. Myers said 
he thought th at be­ 
fore the D uluth A W innipeg came in 
here and asked anything they had better 
pay their debts. 
He thought it prepos­ 
terous to expect any com pany to go on 
and build the road th a t couldn’t pay its 
debts for the grading of a few miles of 
road.

ters. and consequently our society 
is in a ferment of a new acquaint­ 
ance, all brought about by a few 
boxwood wheels.

Senator Sherm an reported to the senate yes­ 
terday an amendment, to the sundry civil bill to 
provide for th e erection in the D istrict of Co­ 
lumbia of a statue of Gen. Lafayette, to cost 
$50,000. 
H ouse—A m otion to suspend the rules and 
refer the pre-em ption law repeal bill to the com ­ 
m ittee on public lauds was lost—166 to 93. Mr. 
Randall moved to suspend the rules and con­ 
sider the sundry civil bill (containing a clause 
suspending the coinage of silver dollars) four 
hours. 
L ost—118 to 149 
A motion bv Mr. 
Randall to suspend the rules and consider the 
bill w ith the silver clause elim inated, w ith two 
hours to debate the clause appropriating money 
for the New Orleans exposition, \v;is carried. 
The house adjourn d before the bill was d is­ 
closed of. 
W ashington, Fpeeial Telegram. Feb. 26.—A 
lively contest occurred in the house over the bill 
to repeal the pre-em ption,tim ber culture and des­ 
ert lands acts. This bill is on the speaker's table 
w ith am endm ents m ade by the senate. There is 
a decided m ajority in the hous • favorable to con­ 
currence in the senate am endm ents, but the 
N orthw estern m em bers are very generally hos­ 
tile to the repeal, and have l>een diligently 
w atching to prevent final action on the bill. 
It 
cannot be reached o u t of the regular order, ex­ 
cept by unanim ous consent or by a susi*enslon 
ot the rules. T his la tte r m otion was made 
to-day by Cobb ot Indiana, his object being to 
have the bill referred to the com m ittee on pub­ 
lic lands.
